in France so far), M. Raymond Aron, re- 
cently commented on the fact that the 
Fourth Republic failed not because its 
achievements were poor, but because the 
public lost confidence in the politicians. 
The bulk of the French, M. Aron noted, 
seemed to decide that a republican-demo- 
cratic way of government was not at all 
necessary, M. Aron failed to take 
account of the fact that any civilized 
society seeks to live in a state where 
things are regulated and stable that is, 
where there is a strong administration 
But they also want a political system in 
which a man is permitted to say his 
opinion openly and without being moles- 
ted and to be able to make his criticism 
strict. That is the way political life deve- 
loped in countries where the Parliament 
and the Establishment are neatly sepa- 
rated.
